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Rail crash truck 
driver is jailed

A TRUCKER who caused a 
train crash by ignoring a 
warning sign and driving a 
sewage tanker on to a level 
crossing has been jailed. 

Arvydas Bartasius, a 38-year-old 
father of two from Littleport, was 
sentenced to 15 months in prison 
and disqualified from driving for 
three years after a judge heard he 
had a “culture of not following 
correct procedures”. 

The crash left 21 people injured when 
the passenger train hit the tanker at Little 
Cornard, in Suffolk, on August 17. 

Ipswich Crown Court was told last 
week that Bartasius had been driving to a 
sewage works near the line. 

ludge lohn Holt heard that a sign 
warned drivers to stop and use a trackside 
telephone to call a signalman and check 
the line was clear. 

The judge said Bartasius, who worked 
for IK Environmental in Kneesworth, near 
Royston, had “taken a chance”, been 
“reckless” and caused an “horrific crash”. 

The accident left rail firms with a £1 
million bill. 

Gregory Perrins, representing 
Bartasius, told the judge that drivers using 
the crossing did not follow correct 
procedures because they had concerns 
about the reliability of a trackside phone 


fink to signallers. He said drivers relied on 
a “visual check”. 

Police said the 17.31 National Express 
East Anglia service, which was thought to 
have been travelling at between 50mph 
and 60mph, cut the tanker in two as it 
made its way from Sudbury, Suffolk, to 
Marks Tey, Essex. 

One passenger suffered life- 
threatening internal injuries. 


Prosecutor Carolyn Gardiner said 
train driver Colin Hockley had “to his 
horror” seen the tanker move on to the 
fine, applied the emergency brakes then 
moved down the two-carriage train 
warning passengers to brace 
themselves. 

The judge praised the bravery of train 
guard Candice Ong, who ignored her 
injuries to help passengers after the crash, 


and he awarded Mr Hockley and Ms Ong 
£500 each. 

In a statement, Mr Hockley, who 
suffered a number of injuries, including 
damaged hearing, said: “I have to admit I 
did not believe I was going to get out of 
the train alive. 

“I now have concerns if I am going to 
be able to continue my job as a train 
driver.”

Consultancy costs lor 


waste project soared 


COUNCIL bosses have 
admitted they allowed 
consultancy costs 
associated with build¬ 
ing a new recycling 
centre to “significantly 
escalate”. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s waste team says 
there have been “some clear 
learning messages for the 
whole authority”. 

The soaring costs came 
during the consultancy and 
design stage for the prop¬ 
osed new recycling facility in 
Witchford. 

The total budget for the 
project is £5.5million. How¬ 
ever, the council said it 
could not specify how much 
was spent on consultancy at 
this time due to commercial 
sensitivity and ongoing 
negotiations. 

The council took action 
after it noticed consultancy 
costs “were increasing 
beyond what had been 
quoted”. 

However, the project is on 
budget after the council 
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took steps to ensure costs 
didn’t escalate further. It 
then held an internal audit 
to see if the project high¬ 
lighted any issues for the 
future. 

Julia Barrett, the county 
council’s director of en¬ 
vironment and regulation, 
said: “Witchford Recycling 
Centre is going ahead and 
will provide real benefits to 
local communities in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

“It was recognised at an 
early stage in the project 
that costs relating to con¬ 
sultancy were increasing 
beyond what had been 
quoted. 

“In order to help remedy 
the situation, the council’s 
waste team called for an 
internal audit to identify any 
improvements that could be 
made.” 

Mrs Barrett added: “Hav¬ 
ing implemented the 
recommendations of the 
audit, the project is now 


within budget. 

“The team is managing 
the contracts carefully to 
ensure that we get max¬ 
imum value from council 
taxpayers’ money while 
delivering the best recycling 
centre possible.” 

A report from the coun¬ 
cil’s audits and accounts 
committee said: “Costs 
associated with the project 
support significantly 
escalated. 

“There have been some 
clear learning messages for 
the whole council from this 
review.” 

The new facility will 
replace the Grunty Fen re¬ 
cycling centre. With recycl¬ 
ing rates in East Cambridge¬ 
shire lower than the national 
average, it is hoped the new 
centre will encourage more 
people to recycle. It will be 
on a split level, so people 
will no longer have to 
struggle up steps with heavy 
rubbish and will be indoors 
to reduce noise. 

Work is expected to start 
next spring ready for an 
opening in autumn 2011. 


Portable kits to help tackle offensive graffiti 


NEW kits have been bought in 
the battle against graffiti across 
the Ely area. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has purchased portable 
graffiti removal kits which will 
be available from next year. 


Cllr Tony Parramint, chair¬ 
man of the environment and 
transport committee, said: 
“Graffiti in the district is 
currently removed by 
community service workers 
which happens once a week. 


“As this system does not allow 
for fast removal of offensive 
graffiti, we thought it was 
important to bring in these kits 
to tackle any issues as soon as 
possible.” 

The kits have been funded by 


a £1,500 grant from the 
Accelerated Neighbourhood 
Partnership Fund. 

Cllr Parramint said the kits 
were simple to use and highly 
effective and would be offered 
to parish councils in the district.

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ONE of Cambridgeshire's most prestigious 
secondary schools has taken over the 
lease of a former care home. 

The King’s School Ely has announced it has taken 
on The Old Palace in Ely. 

It conies after the iconic building, which was 
originally home to the bishops of Ely, was vacated 
by Sue Ryder Care earlier this year. 

The purchase has been funded by an anonymous 
donation. 

The school sees the acquisition as providing a 
'focal heart’ for King’s, whose new arts centre and 
Gibson Music School adjoin the palace gardens. 

Sue Freestone, the school’s head, said: “For us this 
is an opportunity to enhance the links between the 
city, the cathedral and the school. 

“The Old Palace is ideally located as a setting for 
community as well as school events and we intend 
to celebrate our acquisition of the lease with a party 
for the city in the very near future. 

“We look forward to revitalising the building and 
providing extra space in which our flourishing 
school can spread its wings.” 

For the first time in its history, pupil numbers at 
the independent school are set to reach 1,000 in 
January 2011. 

Mrs Freestone said: “The Old Palace will allow 
consolidation of school functions and activities as 
well as providing a much needed centre for our 


ever-burgeoning sixth form. 

“We are profoundly grateful to the anonymous 
donor whose generosity has made this purchase 
possible.” 

The building, which is owned by the Church 
Commissioners, has been empty for months 
following the closure of the care home in January. 

Without major investment, the building would 
not have been compliant with the standards set by 
the Care Quality Commission, required to be in 
place by September 2010. 

For the year ending March 2009, The Old Palace 


also made a loss of £240,000, which was 
unsustainable for the charity 

Paul Woodward, chief executive of Sue Ryder 
Care, said: “Funds generated through the sale of The 
Old Palace will greatly support Sue Ryder to 
continue to develop its health and social care 
services for people living with challenging illnesses 
- particularly in these uncertain economic times. 

“Whilst the charity has no immediate plans to 
develop services in Ely, our longer term vision is to 
ensure everyone nationwide has access to the care 
they need and want."

have to go to court but 
the enforcement action 
we take serves a real 
purpose - to protect the 
public’s health. 

“The team are often 
called out to rat in¬ 
festations, cases of 
rubbish piled on 
rubbish or houses 
which are in a very poor 
condition. 

“In a lot of these 
cases, the houses are 
rented out to tenants 
and the landlord has a 
duty of care to look 
after the occupants.” 

Recently, a landlord 
in the district failed to 
repair a defective roof 
and gutters on a 
property so the council 
carried out the work. 

Officers then went to 
the county court to 
claim the money back 


and an order was 
agreed by the judge 
leaving the landlord 
with a bill of £5,000. 

With interest and 
legal costs, the final 
total was £8,292. 

Mrs Knox said: “In 
the vast majority of 
cases, the landlord will 
accept something 
needs to be done and 
they will carry out the 
work. 

“In these cases we 
will help and advise as 
much as we can to 
bring properties up to a 
better standard. 

“However, there are 
some situations when 
the landlord thinks they 
can get away with doing 
nothing and ignore our 
notices. 

“They need to know 
they will end up in 
court and they will end 
up paying.”

Food goes 
down well 
at hospital 


PATIENTS at Ely's Prin¬ 
cess of Wales hospital 
have delivered high praise 
for their mealtime exper¬ 
ience - including the 
quality of the food. 

The feedback for Lifespan 
Catering Services, which deliv¬ 
ers meals into the city’s hospital, 
came during a major NHS init¬ 
iative aimed at helping hospital 
staff around the region spend 
more time on patient care.

Barriers ‘being 
considered for 
city car parks’ 


COUNCILLORS are 
considering erecting 
barriers at many of 
Ely’s car parks, it is 
claimed. 

Lib Dems say Tories on 
East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council are planning to 
put barriers in some of the 
city’s car parks. 

The party says the plan is 
designed to enforce car 
parking charges when they 
are introduced next year. 

Fred Brown, Tory council 
leader, has not denied that 
barriers are being consid¬ 
ered but said future parking 
changes are only at the 
“very early stages”. 

He has accused the 
opposition party of “crying 
wolf” over the issue. 

However, Lib Dems are 
adamant that barriers are 
being considered and fear 
they could leave homes and 
businesses cut off. 

As an example they say 
staff visiting sheltered 
housing in Militia Way, Ely, 
at the back of the city’s 
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Barton Road car park, 
would be prevented from 
gaining access. 

Some businesses access¬ 
ed via the Paradise Centre 
car park could also face 
problems, they claim. 

Lib Dem leader Cllr Ian 
Allen said: “Putting barriers 
across the car parks makes 
the whole thing unnecess¬ 
arily complicated. 

“Clearly, we have to check 
whether these homes and 
businesses have rights of 
access through council land 
but people still need to be 
able to go about their daily 
lives. 

“This process is going to 
take time and we need to 
stick to a timetable on this 
issue so that we can get it up 
and running.” 

Cllr Bob Stevens, Lib Dem 
transport spokesman, 
added: “Barriers are more 
suited to multi-storey car 
parks. 


“They also have a habit of 
breaking down or being 
damaged and staff need to 
be on hand to maintain 
them. 

“Surely windscreen 
display tickets would be 
best for everyone?” 

But Cllr Brown said: “The 
Lib Dems have agreed with 
us that the issues of access 
to businesses and homes 
needed to be addressed 
before we can agree on the 
most appropriate systems 
for our car parks. 

“This is what we are 
doing. We are in the very 
early stages of developing 
our car parking plans but 
our priority is to make sure 
we develop a system that 
gives us value for money, 
does not penalise the law- 
abiding residents or 
businesses and means no 
one can abuse the system. 

“If the Lib Dems want to 
cry wolf whenever the topic 
is discussed then how will 
any of us know when they 
are actually making serious 
points?”

Bypass back 
in focus after 
rail decision 


COMMUNITY leaders say the 
need for a southern bypass in 
Ely is now greater than ever. 

It comes after the Department for 
Transport approved multi-million 
pound plans to upgrade the rail freight 
route between Felixstowe and Nun¬ 
eaton last week. 

With more trains set to pass through 
Ely as a result, it means the barriers at 
Ely Railway Bridge will be down more 
often and for longer periods. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC), welcomed the news but said 
the council wanted to make sure 
congestion at the notorious railway 
crossing was not made worse. 

He said the authority would be 
“working hard to make sure Network 
Rail understand the implications of 
traffic congestion as a result of this 
upgrade” and added: “we need to agree 
joint solutions as early as possible as 
part of this project”. 

But others say the only way to prevent 
congestion from getting worse in Ely is 
to press ahead with building a £30 
million southern bypass. 

It comes just months after Lib Dem 
councillors at ECDC claimed the plug 
on the controversial project had been 
officially pulled. 
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The party’s claim followed the 
Government’s decision to abandon the 
Transport Innovation Fund but Tories 
insist there are other sources of funding 
available for the bypass. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents 
Stretham, said: “At a national level it is 
great news that heavy investment in the 
Felixstowe to Nuneaton railway line has 
been confirmed. There are huge 
environmental and financial gains 
involved in moving the bulk of the traffic 
from the East coast to England's 
industrial heartlands. But at a local level, 
we all know what chaos exists when the 
barriers are down at Ely and the traffic 
stretches back to Stuntney. 

“Imagine what it will be like when the 
barriers are closed for 40 minutes or an 
hour rather than the current 25-odd 
minutes. What potential employer 
would want to invest in East Cambs if 
the whole place is gridlocked? 

“There is now an overwhelming case 
for an Ely southern by-pass and I see it 
as necessary infrastructure.” 

The major rail upgrade scheme is due 
to be finished by 2014. Network Rail said 
it would take around 750,000 lorries off 
Britain’s roads by 2030. 


Weather advice 
for drivers 

ONLY drive if you have to - that’s 
the message from 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service. 

The service is urging people to 
stay off the roads as the winter 
weather worsens unless they 
desperately need to use their cars. 
Martin Ockenden, station 
manager, said: “Driving in snow 
and ice puts stress on drivers and 
their cars. 

“Before you make any journey 
this winter you should make sure 
your car is in a suitable condition 
and you are well equipped for the 
weather conditions. 

“Always plan ahead if you have to 
make a journey - make sure you 
check weather forecasts and 
travel information before you 
leave, and always take warm 
clothes, water and food on every 
journey. 

“Drivers should bear in mind that 
it can take 10 times longer to stop 
in icy conditions than on a dry 
road. 

“Keep your distance and never 
assume there is no ice on the 
road just because you can’t see 
it.”

The cause was adjourned to 
December 9 and Hopkin was 
released on conditional bail not to 
directly/indirectly contact the 
alleged victim.

Cllr Parramint said: “We have already rated 
around 400 different outlets from local pubs, to 
cafes and even pre-schools serving food. 

"The last few months have proved to be really eye 
opening. We have been pleasantly surprised by 
some of the high standards we have come across. 

“However there are some premises which have 
scored very low, which is disappointing. 

“We hope that when members of the public and 
food outlets start seeing the star ratings on the 
website and in premises’ windows there will be an 
incentive to increase standards across the board. 

“Scores on the Doors has one aim and that is to 
improve food safety in the district.”

“The kiss wasn’t welcome 
and she said no. 

“He became aggressive 
and punched the car stereo 
three or four times, smash¬ 
ing the screen and the 
centre of it. 

“Miss Bidwell asked him 
to get out the car and she 
drove away. 

“She told police the 
incident left her feeling 
shaken as she regarded him 
as a good friend.” 

Brown appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday, where he pleaded 


guilty to a charge of 
criminal damage. 

Jacqui Baldwin, miti¬ 
gating, said: “This is 
extremely embarrassing for 
my client. 

“He was drunk and just 
got annoyed when she 
declined his romantic 
advances. 

“Brown’s extremely sorry 
for what he did, has never 
been in trouble with the 
police before and has 
apologised profusely to 
Miss Bidwell.” 

Mrs Baldwin added: “It 
hadn’t been a good week for 
my client as he’d been laid 
off from work just days 
before this incident.” 

Brown, of The Orchards, 
Sutton, was given a 12- 
month conditional dis¬ 
charge by the bench. 

He was also ordered to 
pay £400 compensation to 
Miss Bidwell.

School is Improving 
rapidly, says report 


A SECONDARY school has 
been marked as ‘satis¬ 
factory’ by Government 
inspectors but is ‘improv¬ 
ing rapidly’. 

The City of Ely Community

The extent to which pupils feel 
safe, how far they contribute to 
the school and their behaviour 
were all marked as good. 

Pupils’ achievement and the 
extent to which they enjoy their 
learning were marked as satis¬ 
factory, as was their development 
of workplace skills. 

The report said: “Students’ out¬ 
comes are satisfactory overall, 
and improved significantly in 
2010 . 

“The proportion of students 
gaining five good GCSE passes 
including English and math¬ 
ematics is now at the national 
average. 

“The curriculum has been 
broadened well and includes 
more choice for students. 

“A particular strength has been 
the improvement in teaching and 
learning, which is now good. 

“Concerted efforts to ensure 
lessons are planned to include a 
greater variety of activities, which 
challenge and interest students, 
have been largely successful. 


Most lessons seen by inspectors 
were judged to be good.” 

The college, which is a 
specialist school in business and 
enterprise and holds a range of 
awards including Healthy Schools 
status, Inclusion Quality Mark, 
Investors in People Bronze Award 
and International School status, 
has 1,268 pupils. 

The school was also advised to 
improve sharing good practice 
across the college and to let 
students know how they are 
achieving, and when they need to 
improve.

THERE’S a hundred different ways 
to make the quintessential 
Christmas snack, but here’s a child- 
friendly recipe with room to be a bit 
slap-dash. 

Just make sure they don’t burn their 
mouths on the finished product! 

100g golden caster sugar 
280g mincemeat 
225g cold butter 
350g plain flour 
1 small egg 
icing sugar to dust 

1. Dice the butter, before rubbing 
carefully it into the flour to make a paste. 
Add the sugar and a pinch of salt, before 
forming the pastry into a ball. Don’t add 
any liquid, but briefly knead the ball. It 
should be fairly firm, like shortbread 
dough, and you can either use it 
immediately, or chill for later. 

2. Preheat the oven to 200C/gas 6/fan 
180C. Line 18 holes of two 12-hole muffin 
tins, by pressing walnut-sized balls of 
pastry into each hole. Spoon the 
mincemeat into the pies. 

3. Take slightly smaller balls of pastry 
than before and pat them out between 
your hands to make round lids, big 
enough to cover the pies. Alternatively, 
roll them out with a rolling pin and cut 
the small circle with a pastry cutter. 

4. Top the pies with their lids, pressing 
the edges gently together to seal - you 
don't need to seal them with milk or egg 
as they will stick on their own. (The pies 
may now be frozen for up to 1 month). 

5. Brush the tops of the pies with the 
beaten egg. Bake for 20 minutes until 
golden. Leave to cool in the tin for five 
minutes, then remove to a wire rack. To 
serve, lightly dust with icing sugar. They 
will keep for three to four days in an 
airtight container.

Ban for pub worker who drove 
with twice legal alcohol limit 


A PUB worker caught 
driving while more 
than double the legal 
alcohol limit has been 
banned from the road. 

John O’Leary, a member 
of staff at the Red Lion Inn 
in Stretham, had left work 
and was travelling to a party 
at The Minster pub in Ely 
when he was stopped by 
police. 

Officers said the 25-year- 
old “smelt strongly” of 
alcohol.

“They noticed a vehicle 
in front of them taking a 
junction too widely and 
stopped the car.

“He told police he’d 
drunk a pint about an hour 
and a half earlier.” 

O’Leary, of Green Lane, 
Ely, failed a roadside breath 
test and at Ely police station 
gave a reading of 73 micro¬ 
grams of alcohol in 100

millilitres of breath. The 
legal limit is 35 micrograms. 

At Ely Magistrates’ Court 
last week O’Leary pleaded 
guilty to a charge of driving 
a motor vehicle while above 
the legal alcohol limit. 

Michael Judkins, miti¬ 
gating, said: “O’Leary works 
at The Red Lion in Stretham 
and had been invited to a 
party at The Minster. 

“During his shift at work 
he’d drunk mainly coke but 
did have some alcohol. 

“He certainly miscal¬ 
culated what he’d con¬ 
sumed as he’s always very 
sensible. 

“Mr O’Leary moved to 
Ely earlier this year from the 
Lake District to be nearer 
his mother, as she had been 
involved in an horrific road 
accident. 

“He is extremely re¬ 
morseful for his actions.” 

Magistrates disqualified 
O’Leary from driving for 18 
months and fined him 
£ 210 . 

He was also ordered to 
pay £85 court costs and a 
£15 victim surcharge.

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Musical gala with 
newsreader Katie 


Former ITN newsreader Katie 
Derham reveals a musical talent. 
Interview by LIZZY DENING 


“PRESENTING the Proms was 
a chance I couldn’t turn down, 
or complete half-heartedly in my 
spare time, so I soul 
searched.. .for about 10 
seconds.” 

Katie Derham laughs as if she 
can’t believe her luck, and for 
someone who has recently leamt 
to conduct an orchestra and who is 
best known for her work as an 
ITN newsreader, the job does 
seem to combine her passion for 
classical music with her years of 
practice in front of the camera. 

Katie began her career as a 
reporter for the BBC’s Money Box, 
before becoming a newsreader on 
ITN and eventually presenting 
ITV’s lunchtime news, anchoring 
events such as Royal weddings 
and the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. She recently moved 
back to the BBC (a contrast to 
Adrian Chiles’ simultaneous move 
in the other direction) where she is 
now a presenter on Radio 3, as 
well as working on various other 
projects, including hosting the 
Proms, which, she says, was the 
main reason she accepted the 
position. 

But this career move might 
never have been, without the 
intervention of reality television. 
While she had grown up in a 
musical household, and had been 


encouraged to leam both piano 
and violin, as her career flourished 
she had less and less time to play, 
until she was offered two separate 
opportunities. The first of these 
was Maestro, a BBC show in 
2008, during which various well- 
known figures such as Alex James 
and Sue Perkins became 
conductors, leading an orchestra 
each week on live television. 

“It was simultaneously utterly 
fantastic, and utterly terrifying. I 
would practice everywhere. I 
remember going home on the 
train, getting my sheet music out 
and waving a pencil around, 
looking like a complete fool!” But 
as anyone who has seen the multi- 
skilled Katie conducting will tell 
you the practice paid off, and she 
looks anything but foolish in front 
of an orchestra. 

She explains that the experience 
was harder than any of the 
participants had imagined. “A 
little part of all of us thought some 
of it was just waving your arms 
around, and weren’t entirely sure 
what a conductor was required to 
do. In fact, right from the word go 
you not only had to keep the time, 


but you had to try to shape the 
music, and communicate your 
feelings to professional musicians. 
I realised a good conductor can 
make the difference between an 
average performance and a 
fantastic one.” 

Katie narrowly missed out on a 
place in the final three, but says 
she had believed from the 
beginning that Goldie and Sue 
(the eventual winner) would 
compete in the final, and that she 
none-the-less leamt a lot from the 
experience. 

“Conducting has a fascinating 
psychology. Every orchestra is 
different and they make up their 
mind about you within 10 
seconds. If they like you, they can 
be supportive and will often get 
you out of trouble if you lose your 
place or miss a beat, but I’m not 
sure what the secret is to making 
them like you.” 

Certainly conducting is 
something she is much less 
confident about than she seems. 
“Presenting a concert or 
conducting it are like chalk and 
cheese. I’ve made a living from 
speaking, and suddenly I was 


expected to communicate through 
gestures. Besides which, as a news 
reader you are expected to remain 
neutral in voice and expression, 
and in conducting you are 
expected to convey a very strong 
view through your facial 
expressions. Having done it, I’m 
filled with respect for both 
conductors and musicians.” 

The second opportunity to 
explore her musical passion came 
in First Love, a Sky Arts 
programme which involved 
picking up her childhood violin. 
She bashfully practised it in secret 
over night, with the television 
volume up high to mask her 
playing. The aim of the show was 
for her to improve enough to play 
with a professional string quartet. 

Katie will be presenting a 
classical Christmas concert in 
Cambridge, a city she feels very 
fond of having completed her 
degree there. At the Christmas 
Music Gala, in St Mary’s Church, 
she hopes to briefly dip her toes 
back into the world of conducting 
- after she has done her Christmas 
shopping.

Unstoppable is a thrill ride 
that spends the minimum 
amount of time fleshing out 
Frank and Will as flawed 
fathers, before contriving a 
nightmarish scenario for both 
men to redeem themselves in 
the eyes of their children.

OH CHRISTMAS TREE: finding the right tree for 
Christmas can prove tricky, but there are a few simple 
steps you can follow to find the perfect one this festive 
season.

Top tips for finding the 
perfect Christmas tree 


H ouseholders are 

going to have to dig 
deep in their 
pockets if they want a 
Nordmann fir non-drop 
Christmas tree this year, 
according to industry 
experts. 

While it is the most popular 
tree because of its deep green 
colour and reliability that it won’t 
drop its needles, in the past five 
years prices of the Christmas tree 
have risen by up to 30 per cent 
and a 6ft tree may cost around 
£45 in some areas, according to 
the British Christmas Tree 
Growers’ Association. 

But our beloved Nordmann is 
not the only tree which will last 
through the festive season. The 
Fraser fir (Abies fraseri), popular 
in the eastern United States, is 
narrower than other trees and 
therefore more suitable for 
smaller rooms. 

If you want to save money, go 
for a home-grown Scots pine or 
Lodgepole pine, which are likely 
to cost around £10 less than the 
same size of Nordmann fir. 

These trees don’t drop their 
needles and are bushier than the 
Nordmann. Some have cones on 
them and they are wonderfully 
fragrant.

Before buying your tree, 
measure the space you are 
allocating it indoors, considering 
both height and spread to ensure 
a good fit. You can always trim it 
with a good pair of secateurs, but 
the less trimming you have to do 
the better the tree will keep its 
shape. 

If budget is your main priority, 
shop around on the internet for 
the best prices. Alternatively, seek 
out reputable growers who are 
situated away from urban centres 
but as close as possible to your 
home. They are less likely to 
attract a big retail market and you 
may find a better tree and clinch a 
better deal. 

When deciding on a tree, check 
that the needles are not dull and 
dried up and that the branches are 
not brittle. Remember to gently 
shake the tree to ensure the outer 
needles are not falling off. 


If you can bear to, leave it ’til 
the last minute to buy a tree, 
especially if you choose 
something such as a Blue spruce 
(Picea pungens ‘Glauca’), which 
will drop its needles quicker than 
other types. 

Saw off the bottom 5cm of 
trunk to open up its pores before 
you bring the tree inside, and 
place it in a bucket of water until 
you are ready to house it. 

When you bring it in, make 
sure you can keep it topped up 
with water as a tree will drink 
half a litre a day. Most Christmas- 
tree stands have a space for water, 
or you could simply wedge it into 
a bucket. 

Don’t put the tree next to a 
radiator or fire because it will dry 
out and the needles are more 
likely to drop. 

Some people opt for bare- 
rooted or root-balled trees if they 
want to keep the tree for future 
years. Bare-rooted trees should be 
planted as soon as possible in 
moist earth to stop their roots 
from drying out, while root- 
balled trees are wrapped in 
sacking and should be planted in 
containers. 

There are pros and cons to 
each, but bear in mind that live 
trees with roots may not take 
kindly to being brought indoors 
into a warm, dry atmosphere. 


However, trees that have been 
cut off at ground level, sharpened 
to stick into a wooden base and 
then transported around the 
country need to be tough to 
survive and look good. 

If you buy a bare-rooted tree, 
soak the roots in water before 
planting. Keep the compost in 
container-grown trees moist to 
prevent the needles from 
dropping. 

Hopefully, your tree will still 
be looking as festive as ever as 
you see in the New Year. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Witch hazel (Hamamelis) 

The scented, spidery blooms 
and spectacular autumn colour 
make these medium-sized and 
large deciduous shrubs a must for 
the winter gardens. The flowers, 
which have twisting, ribbon-like 
petals, cluster thickly on bare 
stems from autumn to early 
spring and won’t be damaged by 
frost, while the broad, oval leaves 
turn yellow in autumn. Witch 
hazels can be grown as specimen 
plants in borders or in groups, 
depending on the variety. Grow 
H. x intermedia ‘Pallida’ as a 
stand-alone specimen, with its 
vase-shaped habit and golden 
autumn leaves, while H. x 
intermedia ‘Diane’, which grows

New Land Rover is thrill 


TWO star vehicles from the 
UK stole the limelight 
from the offerings of the 
home nation at the Los 
Angeles Auto Show. 

Amid competition from Ford 
and General Motors, Jaguar’s 
stunning C-X75 hybrid 
supercar and the five-door 
version of the Range Rover 
Evoque proved that in terms of 
style and presence these 
British firms have all the right 
ingredients. 

Eco-cars were high on the 
agenda at the show, but 


Jaguar’s C-X75 wore its green 
credentials and more. 

With an electric motor for 
each wheel, this Jaguar was 
like no other alternative fuel 
vehicle at the show. 

But with a claimed range of 
almost 70 miles on electric 
power, performance - said to 
be close to 200mph - would be 
short lived. 

This is where a pair of 
miniature gas turbine motors 
come in. According to Jaguar, 
these turbines could be 
powered by diesel, LPG or

even biofuel - thus cementing 
the concept car’s green 
credentials. 

Meanwhile, the Evoque 
(above) demonstrated that 
even in the heart of SUV 
country, the legendary Land 
Rover badge can turn heads. 
The Evoque is Land Rover’s 
first attempt to bridge the gap 
between off-roaders and 
conventional cars - and the 
stunning looks of the coupe 
version have translated well to 
the more practical five-door 
version. 

Four-wheel drive versions 
will have all of the mud¬ 
plugging ability that has 
earned Land Rover its 
reputation as the best of the 
best in tough conditions, but a 
two-wheel drive version will 
give buyers committed to 
staying on the road impressive 
frugality - a C02 figure of 
under 135g/km is expected. 

Unlike the Jaguar concept, 
the Evoque will appear in 
showrooms worldwide next 
summer, with prices expected 
to start at around £30,000.

DOMINIC COLBECK is a wanted 
man, writes Mike Scialom. 

He’s the sort of bloke this country 
needs right now, having started his own 
business, created jobs and continued to 
do all the manufacturing locally. The 
Chancellor should probably pay him a 
personal visit to thank him. 

But it’s okay because the bank got there 
first, and his company, Dodo Juice, last 
month won the HSBC Start-Up Stars 
“Green” award for its range of car¬ 
cleaning accessories. 

The “Green” win came about because 
of Dominic’s faith in the consumer: 
Dodo’s shampoo, for instance, is sold in 
250ml bottles, whereas the conventional 
equivalent on sale in major stores comes 
in 1-litre bottles. 

The products on sale in national stores, 
according to Dominic, are all about 
packaging, about the buyer thinking he or 
she is getting more for his or her money - 
and it’s a misconception which Dodo bel¬ 
ieves the public should be able to see 
through. 

“Our products are much more 
concentrated,” Dominic says when I meet 
him at Cambridge Valet Centre 
{www.cambridgevaletcentre.com) off the 
Hills Road. “Most products in the major 
stores require 200 parts of water to one 
part cleaner, and some are 90:1, but ours 
are 800:1 and our most concentrated is 
1,500:1.” 

Dodo’s prices are cheaper than those 
you’ll find in the big car stores - £8.95 for 
a 250ml bottle instead of £9.95 for the 
litre bottle, and the bottles have a 2ml 
pump on them so you can be accurate 
about how much juice you’re using. And 
the “Green” award is deserved because in 
terms of packaging, storage and 
transportation, a 250ml bottle cuts back 
on all the wasted materials and resources 
that add nothing to the product’s 
usefulness. 

But it’s not just about packaging. 
Dodo’s products use better quality 
ingredients too - without the foaming 
and thickening agents rivals add in to 
convince buyers they’re getting their car 
cleaner. 

It all started when Dominic was 
working for a London advertising agency 
which had Vauxhall and Saab on its 
books. He met someone who used a car 
wax that cost several thousand pounds. 
He was curious and had a sample of the 
wax spectrum analysed. 

“There’s some ingredients they didn’t 
tell you about and others didn’t 
necessarily need to be in,” he concluded 
after the results came back. After quitting 
the agency he helped a pal set up a car 
service centre and got fascinated with 
trying to create his own wax mix. “I 
thought if I could make something 
similar, that could start something. The 
first car waxes I made at home on the 
stove and it’s gone from that to being sold 
in 20 countries around the world.” 

Sales have increased from 150 units a 
month in 2007 to 8,000 a month this year 
- and they’re all made in Elsenham, near 
Stansted. 

Having grown the company in the last 
couple of years, part of Dominic’s mission 
is now to build awareness. “Most of what 
you can currently buy is imported and 
we’ve worked hard to make a better- 
quality product. 

“Most shampoos have a foaming agent 
and people love it because of that but in 
terms of cleaning it’s no good. One 
manufacturer offers a sample which is a 
double strength product and customers 
think that’s what they’re buying: it just 
shows how cynical the industry has 
become and we’re trying to wake the 
trade up and cause problems for the 
major manufacturers.

“If we had even 1 per cent of the 
market it would be beyond our wildest 
dreams and be a lot of fun as well. When 
we worked out the tricks of the trade we 
could’ve bought into it but we’ve decided 
to be the whistleblower - it’s unethical to 
carry on selling watered-down products.” 

It’s also time-consuming to use them 
because the sealants - among other 
ingredients including limescale inhibitors 
(prevents water spots in hard-water 
areas), anti-static agents (static sucks in 


dust) and rinsing agents (allows the water 
to flow smoothly off the car) - are weak, 
so you have to wash your car once a week: 
with Dodo products you can wash your 
pride and joy once every three months 
because it’s cleaner for longer. 

“We’re the Lush of the car world.” 

■ Dodo’s entry-level product (a 400:1 
shampoo) will retail at £7.95 for a half¬ 
litre bottle.

Ficarra’s golden defence 
is wrecked by injury blow 


NATO Ficarra’s hopes 
of landing gold in January’s 
European Karate 
Championships have been 
dashed due to injury. 

The martial arts veteran had 
been hoping to defend the gold 
medal he won last year, but he 
suffered a tear to knee 
cartilage during a training 
session with the Great Britain 
squad in Birmingham and has 
had to withdraw. 

“I’m gutted,” he said.”l had 
an operation on my right knee 
22 years ago and it held out all 
this time. But I was doing 
some training when I felt 


something go in my knee. It 
started swelling up so I saw 
my physio in Cottenham and 
he confirmed I’ve got to have 
an operation on it.” 

Now aged of 43, Ely 
fighter Ficarra had 
previously considered 
retirement but he has been 
encouraged by his recent 
training regime and has vowed 
to continue next year. 

“It’s a real shame,” he 
continued. “Training had gone 
really well and I well ahead of 
schedule. 

“Everything was going 
fantastically. I was thinking this 


would be my last tournament 
but the last few months 
have made me realise that I’m 
still capable of going up 
against some of the best 
fighters in the UK and doing 
well against them.” 

Ficarra will undergo an 
operation in the new year and 
then work his way back up to 
fitness for a tilt at next year’s 
European title. 

“All I’m thinking about is next 
year. Fighters never give up. If 
the buzz of the competition 
leaves you then you should 
retire but I still get that buzz 
and adrenalin rush.” 
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
